3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record is Choi (US 2006/0054198). 

Applicants have perfected claims to priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) by 
providing an English translation of a certified copy of Korean Patent Application No. 10- 
2004-0072131, filed September 9, 2004. Therefore, the rejection based upon Choi is 
withdrawn.
